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the =zoo. So there are many, many families that I know of in
Omaha that buy the membership strictly because it is cheaper to
do so to buy a membership than to pay the daily admission for
every member of the family. So it's not...and I don't happen to
have one but if 1 had children living with me at home, I
certainly would buy a membership because it would be a lot
cheaper than paying tae daily admission. When I walked in
Senator Haberman mentioned the fact that he is voting against it
because it's lost revenue.

PRESIDENT: One minute.

SENATOR LABEDZ: So I mentioned back to him, how can you lose
something you never had in the first place? So it cannot be

lost revenue if you never had it in the first place. So,
Senator Haberman, you are wrong for the first time this session.
Thank you very much. I urge the adoption of the amendment to
LB 198.

PRESIDENT: Now it's your time to speak, Senator Labedz. You
were closing. Okay. Thank you. The guestion is the adoption

of the Lindsay amendment. All in favor vote aye, opposed nay.
Have you all voted?

SENATOR LINDSAY: Mr. President.
PRESIDENT: Senator Lindsay.

SENATOR LINDSAY: Mr. President, I guess...we're on Final
Reading now so I guess people are supposed to be here already.

PRESIDENT: Yes.

SENATOR LINDSAY: That's what I thought. I guess it looks like
we're one vote shy. Never mind.

PRESIDENT: Record, Mr. Clerk, please.

CLERK: 25 ayes, 18 nays, Mr. President, on the adoption of
Senator Lindsay's amendment.

PRESIDENT: The Lindsay amendment is adopted. Senator Lindsay,
did you wish to advance the bill?

SENATOR LINDSAY: I mecve the bill be readvanced.
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
